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SPEED OF INSECT 
FASTER THAN SOUND 


Deer Bot Fly Registers 800 
Miles an Hour. 


Washington, D. C.—When you yell 
“Wait!’’ you expect your yell to 
catch up with the yelled-at person 
sooner than you could. But the 
speed of sound is exceeded by the 
flight of an insect, according to the 
scientist who timed the flight with 
a camera shutter. Racing results: 
Sound, 1,089 feet per second, or a 
mile in five seconds minus; insect, 
1,200 feet per second, or the mile 
in four seconds plus. Winner: in- 
sect, otherwise known as a species 
of deer bot fly. 

“The idea of an insect flitting fast- 
er than its buzz is a wild one, sub- 
ject to taming by more scientific 
clocking,’ says the National Geo- 
graphic society. ‘‘Meanwhile the 
deer botfiy remains the speed cham- 
pion of the world. Its speedometer 
would register about 800 miles per 
hour, if it had a speedometer and 
could fiy for a solid hour. Man’s 
swiftest inventions would be ‘‘also 
rans’’; the airplane trailing along 
at about 400 m. p. h., and the racing 
auto at 300 m. p. h. 


Wings Make Speed. 


“Wings are a symbol for velocity, 
and nature awards her speed rec- 
ords to flying creatures. The duck 
hawk, next to that streak-of-light- 
ning insect, has been timed as the 
fastest living thing on wings. The 
speed of its cousin in the eastern 
hemisphere, the Peregrine falcon, 
made it the ideal hunting hawk be- 
cause it always overtook its prey. 
Other fliers which have such effec- 
tiveness in flight as to be the war- 
planes of the bird world. are the ea- 
gle and the vulture. The well-named 
swift is one of the swiftest. The 
swallow, too, can figuratively swal- 
low small distances whole in rapid 
flying. 

“Wings also give speed to what 
has been called the fastest finned 
creature—the flying fish. It can 
‘take off’ with its tail and spread its 
fins for gliding in the air rapidly 
enough to escape becoming fish food 
for its swimming enemies. 

Other Fast Ones. 

“Flying feet give speed to animal 
racers, such as the antelope, the 
Zazelle, and the deer. To overtake 
them man had to use arrows and 
bullets. The ostrich, 
the giraffe too are fast afoot, usual- 
ly outdistancing a horseman. The 
value of the hunting dog is its rapid 
pursuit of the rabbit, the fox, and 
the wolf, all of them speedy crea- 
tures. 

“Racing for fun and not for food 
is the job occasionally given to 
man’s domestic animals, the horse 
and the dog. Whippets can whip up 
a track speed of a mile in two min- 
utes, and the greyhound can do as 
well or better. For short distances 
a horse can race about 40 miles 
an hour. The fastest speed made by 
man is only about half that of the 
horse. The cheetah, a member of 
the cat family, however, is the fleet- 
est of animal runners.”’

Evanston, Ill.—If you are a prize- 
Wining debater in college, the 
chances are more than two to one 
that you'll become either a lawyer 
or a university professor, a survey 
of Florsheim debate prize winners 
at Northwestern university for the 
last 14 years revealed. 

Since 1$23 a total of 67 Florsheim 
debate prizes have been awarded. 
The recipients of these annual 
prizes are the five or six Nerv 
western university undergraduate 
students, men or women, who do 
the most distinctive work in public 
debate and discussion throughout 
the academic year. 

Of this total, 14 are 
in the practice of law, while 13 are 
teachers in colleges and universi- 
ties. Seven prize-winners are en- 
gaged in various capacities in in- 
dustrial ex ones, while six are 
business executives. 

Among the institutions at which 
the Florsheim debate prize winners 
are acting as teachers or heads of 
departments are Northwestern, 
Purdue, Harvard.

Chicago. — Experiments which 
show the effect of radio waves on 
homing pigeons may open up a 
wealth of new knowledge concern- 


ing the possible iniluence of radio on |

That is the belief of Commander 
E. F. McDonald, Jr., who has been 
conducting many tests with pigeons. 

McDonald said homing pigeons 
have been shown incapable of nor- 
mal performance when released in 
the vicinity of high-frequency radio 
stations. Pigeons released near 
short-wave station W9XF, at Down- 
ers Grove, Ill., while the transmit- 
ter was operating took ten minutes 
longer to fly thirty miles than 
pigeons released while the station 
was silent, he said. 

McDonald, a radio manufacturer, 
said he was keeping in touch with 
similar experiments being conduct- 
ed oy the Navy department ‘‘so that 
radio research engineers may pro- 
ceed with the findings as a basis for 
further research into the behavior 
of the radio vibrations of the spec- 
trum.”

Timely Advice 
Graduates Big Class|Given On Snakes 


Contrary to the belief of most 
laymen, bites of rattlesnakes and 
other poisonous reptiles common- 
ly found in North America are 
not usually fatal provided prop- 
erly administered. 

According to the medical pro- 
fession, the venom deposited grad 
ually seeps into the blood stream 
Over several hours, and if steps 
are taken to immediately remove 
the venom from the wound, no 
fatality is apt to result. Suction 
is recommended as the best meth- 
od for removal of the venom. 
To those who may be exposed 

snake bite hazards this sum- 
the following treatment is 
recommended, Above all, do not 
excited, as excitement

hurrying the absorption of 
'the venom, The treatment is sim- 
ple. First, stop the flow of blood

bove the wound, between it and 
;}the heart. The area surrounding 
the fang marks should then be 


painted with iodine or other anti- 
septics. Open the fang marks 
with a sterile knife or scalpel, 
about one-fourth inch deep Place 
a suction syringe over the opened 


wound and extract both blood 
and venom. This suction should 
be contiuously repeated, ag very 
little fluid will be drawn out 


during the first hour. Inside of 
three or four hours the flesh will 
become swollen; at this time a 


larger quantity of fluid will be 


extracted. Consult a doctor as 
soon as possible. 
It is said that three drops of 


venom will kill If only one drop 
is extracted from the wound 
during the first huor, a life may 
be saved. 

Compact, pocket-size kits con- 
taining all of the equipment nec- 
essary for first-aid treatment of 
nake bites have been developed 
and are used extensively by men 
working or vacationing in ter- 
ritories frequented by poisonous 
snakes.

qa haven. But eternal patience and 
consistent consideration for 
rights of every member of the 
family are of first necessity. 
There are also cetrain, material 
things that help. 

Every house where children live 
should be organized on a dual 
pbasig somehow, with adult quart- 
ers or the grown-ups and a sep- 
arate realm that is wholly for 
the children. Actually, the two 
sectors may be separated only by 
an imaginary line— but a well 
respected line. t 

Lucky, of course, is the house- 
hold boasting separate rooms for 
the children. And more fortunate 
still is that which can afford one 
complete room, made as accident- 
proof and as dammage proof as 
ossible, for the youngsters’ use. 
In such a room a boy should be 
allowed to drive nails. In it he 
should be permitted to run his el- 
ectric train, turn on the radio, 
practice his whistling. Obviously 
it should be a room situated as 
far as possible from adult quart- 
ers perhaps over the garage, or 
perhaps in the basement. 

On the other hand, when a boy 
is in the domain of the grown- 
ups, which actually wlil be the 
balance of the house, he should 
understand that he must behave 
as nearly ag possible like an ad- 
ult. With some patience, even the 
smallest child can be taught this, 
and once learned, the knowledge 
will reflect into his respect not 
alone for the rights, but for the | 
opinions and the counsel of his | 
elders.

TO MAKE SHRINE OF 
BATTLESHIP OREGON 


Ranks With Old Ironsides 
in Naval History. 


Portland, Ore.—The battleship 
Oregon commission is launching a 
campaign to finally provide a fitting 
resting place for the famous old bat- 
tlewagon that figured so prominent- 
ty in the Spanish-American war. 

The fate of the decommissioned 
battleship, which was given by the 
federal government to the state of 
Oregon in 1923 and saved from the 
scrapping provisions of the limita- 
tions of arms conference, has been 
referred to the children of Oregon. 

The pennies of school children will 
be used to move the vessel from 
present temporary quarters to Port- 
land city property bordering the 
Willamette river, and the site will 
be converted into 4 marine park. A 
fund of approxitnately $50,000 will be 
needed, the commission estimated. 

To Be Penny Fund. 


The Oregon ranks with Old Iron- 
sides in United States naval history 


and the same method of penny con- 
tributions will be used to perpetuate 
t as a patriotic shrine.

39, 1890, gave authority to build the

The Oregon’s fame came when it 
sailed under secret orders in 1898. 
Around the Horn battleship 
sailed, and 14,000 miles out of San 
Francisco it nosed into Havana har- 
nor, cheered by men aboard other 
vessels in the warn-torn port. The 
battle was fought July 4, when the 
Maria Theresa, Oquendo, Viscaya 
and the Colon of the Spanish fleet 
were zaged and beaten.

Legislature Votes Praise. 

The measure adopted by the Ore- 
zon legislature in accepting the ship 
said: 

“The gallant performance of the 
whole ship and the valiant deeds of 
the heroic crew that have manned 
her are forever enshrined in the 
hearts of the people.’ 

Moving the Oregon will be no less 
job than moving a 14-story office 
building with a 40-foot frontage. It 
weighs more than 20,000,000 pounds, 
is nearly as long as one and one- 
half Portland city blocks (351 feet 
2 inches), is 69 feet, 3 inches wide, 
carries four 13-inch guns, eight 8- 
inch guns, twelve 3-inch guns and 
four 6-pounders. 

Co-operation of Spanish-American 
war veterans and other patriotic 
and civic organizations will be 
sought, and medallions struck from 
brass and copper of the Oregon may 
be distributed.
